The measu re, rep ealing the 
last v estige of the u nd istribu ted 
p rofits tax and continu ing ex ­ 
cise lev ies for two y ears, was 
su p p orted by Democrats and Re­ 
p u blicans alike in an ex p ressed 
d esire to eliminate so-called bu s­ 
iness “d eterrents.” 
The lone objector amid 35 8 
v otes of “ay e” late y esterd ay was 
Rep . Tinkham (R-Mass), who 
said he was op p osed to ex cise 
tax es and thou ght the bill d id 
not giv e enou gh concessions to 
corp orations. 
Rep u blicans 
claimed v ictory 
for 
killing 
the 
u nd istribu ted 
p rofits tax , which they had op ­ 
p osed from its incep tion. They 
failed , howev er, in an attem p t to 
make its rep eal retroactiv e to 
last Dec. 31. Instead it will d ie 
at the end of this y ear. 
The one-sid ed v ote was scarce­ 
ly record ed 
before 
Chairm an 
Harrison (D-Miss) d isclosed the 
senate finance committee p lan­ 
ned no hearings and ex p ected to 
su bmit the bill to the senate to­ 
morrow. 
He p red icted d ebate 
wou ld last two or three d ay s. 
The senate’s haste to p lace the 
bill 
on 
Presid ent 
Roosev elt’s 
d esk for signatu re was imp elled 
by a d esire to keep the ex cise 
tax collections continu ou s. Those 
tax es — the so-called “nu isance” 
lev ies — ex p ire Ju ne 30. 
Along with the 3 -cent letter 
p ostage, which the bill also con­ 
tinu es <p r two y ears, these bring 
the gov ernment abou t $6 5 0,000,- 
000 annu ally . A lap se of only a 
few d ay s in their collection wou ld 
cost the treasu ry sev eral m il­ 
lion d ollars. 
The bill was ex p ected to get 
throu gh the senate committee 
v irtu ally u nchanged . The m ajor 
p rov isions ap p rov ed by the hou se 
wou ld : 
1. Aband on nex t Dec. 31 the 
u nd istribu ted p rofits tax on cor­

“In the light of p rev ailing 
trend s,” he said , “shou ld the 
third term trad ition be broken 
in 1940, no m an can safely p re­ 
d ict the fate of ou r form of gov ­ 
ernm ent.” 
Joining Bu rke in ex p ressing 
op p osition to a third term was 
Senator Van Nu y s (D -Ind ), like­ 
wise a critic of the 1937 cou rt 
bill and v ariou s other New Deal 
p rop osals.

New York, Ju ne 20 (IP)—There 
are 10,000 ind u strial p lants in 
the United States p rep ared to 
start the m anu factu re of m u ni­ 
tions immed iately , Lou is John­ 
son, assistant secretary of war, 
told the conv ention of the Ad ­ 
v ertising Fed eration of America 
tod ay . 
Johnson’s p rep ared 
ad d ress 
was broad cast ov er WJZ (NBC 
blu e network) 
and d ealt with 
“ind u strial p rep ared ness for se­ 
cu rity .” 
He said the w ar d ep artm ent 
su rv ey ed the cap acity of ind u s­ 
try to p rod u ce m u nitions of war, 
rep resentativ es of 
the d ep art­ 
m ent v isiting more than 20,000 
p lants. 
“We fou nd facilities to m anu ­ 
factu re p ractically all of 
ou r 
m ilitary need s,” he ad d ed . 
“As 
a resu lt of these su rv ey s, we se­ 
lected 10,000 p lants to which we 
gav e d efinite sched u les of p ro­ 
d u ction. 
If tomorrow were ‘M- 
Day ’, we cou ld tu rn to these 
p lants, giv e them an ord er and 
they wou ld begin a t once to 
m anu factu re m u nitions.” 
Johnson said the d ep artm ent 
had u nd ertaken a p rogram of

West, 33-y ear-old woman from 
Painesv ille, O., slip p ed to free­ 
d om with the other inm ates 
early y esterd ay . 
“They insist they know noth­ 
ing abou t it,” the su p erintend ent 
said , “bu t I think they d o.”

West and her comp anions had to 
u nlock d oors to their cells and a 
d oor lead ing from the cell blocks 
in which they were confined . The 
reform atory y ard was op en.

2. Rey nal was one of three broth­ 
ers whose San Pau lo team tou red 
the U. S. in 1930. Play ing u nd er 
a sev en-goal hand icap now, Rey ­ 
nal is believ ed capable of ju m p­ 
ing back into the nine-goal ra t­ 
ing he held in 1936 after a month 
or two of seriou s polo. 
Lu is Dru ggan, who with Alberti 
forms the y ou nger half of La­ 
cey ’s “All-Argentine” team, is 
rated the fastest No. 1 in this 
cou ntry .

TIME FOR CAUTION 
Japan’s campaign to gain possession of in- 
gcernational settlements and thus end the open 
ddoor policy in China should inspire a policy of 
»cautious action on the part of the United States. 
tThe material interests of this nation are vitally 
£ affected, but more than that is at stake. It would 
be easy to be drawn into a war with Japan that 
might prove costly in lives and money and long- 
drawn out. 
Whether Japan has finally overstepped the 
mark in its ruthless campaign of conquest and 
committed the overt act that will prove its down­ 
fall only unfolding events can disclose. 
The 
suspicion that the dictators of Berlin and Rome 
are backing Japan in its latest move gives it 
ominous meaning. Japan wants to end the open 
door policy in China, of course, but Japanese 
leaders would hardly be so foolhardy as to start 
a war with Britain and France unless they were 
assured of military support in Europe. 
Japan seeks nothing less than complete con­ 
quest of the Orient. If she accomplishes this 
objective, the little island in the Pacific will be a 
world power of the first magnitude, with all bets 
placed on the certainty that she will continue 
her arrogant attitude toward the civilized world, 
with the active abetment of Germany and Italy. 
The yellow menace, once lightly regarded as 
a figment of yellow journalism, is growing. When 
Japan, in the midst of a war of conquest in 
China, openly attacks France, Britain and Rus­ 
sia, the little yellow men have either gone crazy 
en masse, or they have powerful allies waiting 
for the opportune time to strike a blow for 
“Nordic supremacy” by helping the Nippon 
heathen. 
If Japan has been guaranteed such support, 
a world war would seem to be inevitable unless 
Britain and France capitulate completely to the 
Japanese war machine. Are Britain and France 
likely to do so? It would seem to be unthinkable. 
Vital American interests, American lives and 
American property are at stake in China. Japan 
undoubtedly will seek to drive Americans out 


of China also. What will be the American atti­ 
tude toward such an eventuality? Is the United 
States prepared to wage a war in the Orient 
against the power of Japan? Now would appear 
to be the time for Americans to decide. 
War in the Orient, with the United States in­ 
volved, may seem far off today. 
Tomorrow 
it may be an actuality.

RESENTMENT IN HOUSE 
The spirit of resentment grows in the House 
of Representatives, manifest in the action of 
the Appropriations Committee eliminating the* 
entire appropriation for the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission from the Independent Of­ 
fices bill and in the vote on the floor to curb the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 
The almost unprecedented course of the Ap­ 
propriations 
Committee 
followed 
refusal 
of 
Chairman McNinch of the FCC to tell the rea­ 
sons for discharge of certain civil service em­ 
ployees. 
The TVA vote is more significant. Sponsored 
by Senator Norris, the Senate had approved a 
bill authorizing the TVA to issue $100,000,000 in 
bonds, of which $45,000,000 was for acquiring the 
Tennessee Electric Power Co. under the purchase 
agreement with the Commonwealth & Southern, 
which expires June 20. Not only did the House 
vote 19X to 167 to cut the total to $61,000,000, but 
also to restrict the TVA’s future activities to the 
area in which it is now operating, and to re­ 
quire the accounts of the TVA to be subject to 
the 
same 
procedure 
as 
other 
government 
agencies in relation to the general accounting 
office. The authority must also get congression­ 
al approval before purchasing more private 
utilities. 
Regardless of the question of motivation, these 
are desirable checks upon the form of govern­ 
ment competition that the TVA presents to pri­ 
vate enterprise, at least until such competition 
has demonstrated that it is in the public inter­ 
est. The policy pursued has by no means proved 
itself as yet.

vancing Southerners ran head­ 
long into a storm of shot and 
shell from a strongly intrenched 
Union battle line. Lee’s heroic 
men could do no more. The war 
was over. And on April 9th, 1865, 
Robert E. Lee handed his sword 
to U. S. Grant. Five days later 
President Abraham Lincoln lay 
dead in Washington — slain by 
the bullet of a southern sympa­ 
thizer. 
The first nation in the history 
of the world which had slavery 
as its cornerstone was no longer 
a nation — and slavery would 
never again distress the affairs 
of the United States. For Presi­ 
dent Lincoln had issued a proc­ 
lamation freeing ail of the slaves 
in the rebel states — on January 
1, 1863 — Missouri and Maryland 
freed their own slaves by state 
law somewhat later — and the 
matter of slavery was settled for 
all time by the final ratifica­ 
tion of a constitutional amend­ 
ment in December, 1865. Consid­ 
erably more than four million 
negroes were freed from their 
owners — and left to shift for 
themselves. Less than one out of 
a hundred owned the actual 
clothes on his back. Less than 
one out of a hundred could read 
or write. A vast majority of the 
negro mothers were not married 
to the fathers of their children. 
And a majority of the slave pop­ 
ulation carried more or less white 
blood in their veins—thrust upon 
them by the white man of the 
South. 


THE AMERICAN CIVIL WAR 
(Continued) 
In March, 1864, almost three 
years after the start of the war, 
General Grant went east and 
took personal command of the 
Union armies opposing General 
Robert E. Lee in Virginia. Gen­ 
eral Lee was easily the greatest 
military leader of the war — one 
of the greatest, in fact, of all 
the great generals of history — 
but his army was now fast weak­ 
ening from lack of men and 
horses and supplies. Against him 
Grant brought a great army of 
well-equipped and well-trained 
men. And from Chattanooga in 
the West he sent his trusted 
friend, General Tecumseh Sher­ 
man, with instructions to drive 
clear across the southern states 
behind Lee, destroy their sup­ 
plies and factories, cut Lee’s 
lines of 
communication, 
and 
come up behind Lee from the 
south. 
While Grant was engaged in 
a series of terrific battles with 
Lee, Sherman gradually com­ 
pleted most of his task. He cap­ 
tured Atlanta and burned the 
factories and stores — marched 
through Georgia to Savannah, 
where he contacted the block­ 
ading Union fleet — and then 
moved northward toward the 
rear of Lee’s army. And in the 
meantime the Union army under 
General Thomas had put an end 
to Confederate resistance in the 
West. 
The end of the war came in 
April, 1865. 
Grant now com­ 
manded an army of 125,000 men 
— while Lee had but 60,000 to 
oppose him. Lee started to re­ 
treat to Richmond and the Un­ 
ion forces moved so rapidly that 
they cut him off. Turning down 
the valley of the Appomatox Riv­ 
er, Lee attempted to escape by 
that route to the mountains. 
His strategy became known and 
his tired men were outmarched 
by the Union cavalry under Gen­ 
eral Sheridan and by the entire 
Fifth Corps. 
On April 7th the vanguard of 
the starving Army of Northern 
Virginia 
reached 
Appomatox 
Court House — and there found 
a thin line of dismounted Un­ 
ion cavalry thrown across the 
road. The tired soldiers of the 
South deployed to brush aside
